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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments that "Carlisle is concerned 
with pressure dressings and does not teach vertical wicking, but only lateral wicking" was not persuasive since the dressings of Carlisle 
are highly absorbent pressure dressings that are made of fibrous materials. The reference further teaches the importance of wicking. 
Moreover, Applicants have not demonstrated any significant patentable distinction which would read over the reference teachings. 
Applicant's arguments relating to the 'limited compressibility dressings by Carlisle versus the highly compressible foams of Dyer 1 are not 
persuasive since the prior art teaches the same types of materials (i.e.,fibrous) as desired by Applicant, which would provide for similar 
effects. Applicant's argument that "neither Carlisle nor Dyer teach vertical wicking or its' advantages" was not persuasive since the 
'promotion of vertical wicking' is in essence, future-intended use, which thus affords no patentable weight to the claims. It is the position of 
the Examiner, that the claims as currently recited, remain generic enough to read on the teachings of the art. Further, for the reasons 
advanced in the Final Office Action, the instant invention remains obvious given the explicit art teachings. 
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
